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DETAILED ACTION

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 28-35,37-42 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Sedun et al US006972273B2 

Metal & HEDP chelates (col. L2, lines 46-line 42, col. 3) @ instant % (col. 4, lines 
30-36) are combined with fertilizers (col. 5, lines 10-20) and food sources effective as 
baits- amino acids & carboxylic acids , fatty acids & urea (col. 5, lines 46 -48). Ph 
adjusters include citric acid(col. 6, top) @ 0.1-5%. Gycols also are used (col. 6, line 26- 
30). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/9/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues the herbicides of Sedun are not baits as instantly claimed; 
but they are; insects & snails would not recognize the COMPOSITIONS as are claimed 
as herbicides; they would eat them. 

Applicant's arguments re_ Collins have resulted in withdrawl of the rejection. 

The specification of the inventive foods as of claim 36 
(wheat flour, wheat cereal, bran, molasses, vinegar, agar, gelatine, pet food, wheat, soy 
products, oats, corn, corn cob, vegetable oils, citrus mash, rice, fruits, fish by-products, 
sugars, coated vegetable seeds, coated cereal, seeds, dairy products, whey powder. 
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casein, albumen, blood meal, bone meal, yeast, fats, beer products, and combinations 
thereof) and carriers of claim 37 is seen as unobvious over the prior art of record, & not 
shown by Sedun.
